Members of the mission to the 
number of about thirty live attended 
the First ohuroh Sunday morning. 

They OCCUpied front seats which 
had been reserved for them. The 
service, including hymns and notices, 
was translated for them by l'rof. 
Clark. .lust before the sermon the 
hymn " Nearer My Cod to Thee " was 
given in signs bv two ladies, Miss 
Swell, of Nashua and Miss. Laffcrty, 
of Lowell. 

Dr. Harrington took for his subject, 
The Senses in Matters of Religion, 

preaohing from the text. Blessed are 
your eyes, for they see; and your 
ears, for they hear. Mathcw 18 : 16. 
No one knows, he said, how blessed 
a thing it- is to see except those, who 
DOm with good eyes and lost 

their sight after becoming men or 

women. Nor does anyone know how 
blessed a thing it is 'to hear except 
I hose who were born with good ears 
and then lost their heal 

But, after all, did you ever think 
that both seeing and hearing are very 
limited? There are sights which HO 
man or woman ever saw, or can see; 
and sounds which no ears ever heard 
OX will hear. We sec only those 
things which arc near us. We hear 
only those things which are present. 
Nobody here sees the mountains of 

California, nobody hears the song of 
a bird which is a mile away; nor do 
we hear the noise of a gun discharged 
yesterday. Nor can we see or hear 
■his and sounds which belong 
to tO-morroW. So on all sides our 

seimos are limited, and all people 

stand on common ground. We are 
all alike in a great many respects; we 

differ only in a very, rery few things. 

And yet our Saviour could say, 
'< Blessed are your eyes, for they see; 

and your ears', for liiey hear." And 
probably we have all thought WO 
should like to have heard and seen 

.lesus in the flesh. Hut we are on a 
[eve! in this thing. The blind can see 

.lesus just as well as they who have 
sight; the deaf can hear him just as 
well as they who have good oars. 
And we are on a common ground 
with the prophets; for JcSUB said, 
" Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
many prophets and righteous men 

desired i<> see these things which ye 

d have not seen them, and to 

hear these things which ye hear, and 

not heard them." 

Men often wish that the senses 

had a larger place in matters of 

religion.

not always faith in Cod as personal, 
but faith in the unseen, untouched. 
Such ari' all the religious founders ol 
the world, all the great, philosophers, 
all the great historians. 

All recognise that about the natu- 
ral lies the supernatural. Faith in 
the unseen has been the moving 
power of great discoveries. If dis- 
covered America and made Columbus 
more royal than the crowned heads 

of Europe. Livingstone and Stanloy 

were led on by faith into the unseen 
and untouched. 

The great prose-waders have also 
had thoughts that ran far ahead of 
(heir proofs. If over I here was a 
class ol men who cared one hundred 
per cent more for the unseen than the 
seen, it is that of the scientist — 
Capernicus, Calileo, Cuvier, Franklin, 
Leibnitz, Hitter, Dana, Way, Wal- 
lace, Winchel! and Young. Where 
would these have been to-day had 
they coulined their investigations to 
those things which I he eyes can see, 
the ears hear ami (he hands handle? 
md those who stand apart from 
I heir fellows, though not above I 
because they differ about religious 

things, Darwin, Tyndall, Huxley, 

Ileckel and Spencer — even these walk 
Constantly by the assurance of things 
hoped for, by the conviction of 
things unseen-— and some have faith 
whose proportions are simply colos- 
sal. 

I am BOtl Baying (hat all these men 
have faith in Cod. I am only trying 
to show that the confidence begotten 

in the mind through the senses is not 
Stronger or more vitalizing than that 
which comes through relied ion and 
imagination. 

We do walk by faith in religious 
life; but our walk is with the 
historian in history, and with the 

pod, the philosopher, the patriot and 

ientlst. All men walk by faith 
and live by conviction of things they 
cannot see". We walk and we ride by 
faith. Society exists by faith. It is 

Onfldenoe which makes it i 
hie for men to dwell together in cities 
and (o rest in peace. When the 
apostle said " We walk by faith," he 
did not mean that in religion we 
follow a law that does not obtain in 
(he material universe. He did not 
imply that we are walking with the 

feeble steps of babyhood, but rather 
that we are treading with firm steps 

heights where massive intellects al- 
ways delight tO go.

hortation. Many hearing persons 
were present as interested spectators 
at this meeting. 

At the evening service Prof. Clark 

spoke Upon I he methods o 1 ! teaching 
th.' deaf-mutes and the results. You 
have seen the deaf-mutes upon your 
streets for (he past few days, he said, 
and may have wondered what they 
were here for. They have come to 
have a good lime ; I mean a 

time in its best signification, to look 

into each others' fares, grasp each 
others' hands, exchange experiences 
and mingle together their sympathies 
and feclo 

The work of deaf-mute education 
in its large sense is the work of this 
Century. Very little was done in the 
last century, it was long supposed 
thai no art could reach the minds of 
the deaf. When at first a system 
was found, those who discovered il 
would not Impart it to others. 

In I soT a little girl in Hartford, 
Conn., had the spotted fever ami was 
made. leaf. This led her father and 
friends to look into the subject of 
educating deaf-mutes. In Connecti- 
cut eighty-four mutes were found; 
in New England, four hundred, and 
in the United Stales, two thousand. 

In I si 5 seven gentlemen mat in a 
private parlor to fix upon a definite 
plan. They decided that the first 

io do was to send pupilaabroad, 

the education of deaf-mutes 
had been begun, who should return 
and teach lie Hex. 

Thomas (lallaudet was asked i 
He went abroad, into England and 
Scotland. Tie i in the 

work Iheie were unwilling to impart 
method. He then turned to 
where the National school xvss 
visited. At that school he ae.piired 
the knowledge he was after, and 
came back to America in the fall of 
ISH">. With him he brought a young 
man from Fans, 1, anient Chic, to in- 
troduce tho language of signs into 
this country. 



Teaching began in earnest in 1817 
Ding about the country from 
place to place and giving public ex- 
hibitions and lessons, and by found- 
ing the Hartford school. In IS IS 
the New York school xvns started, and 
in 1820 th.' Philadelphia school. 
There are eight y-four schools in the 
United States and Canada, with nine 
thousand children under instruction. 
No other country in the World is so 
far advanced in its methods of leaeh- 

the United States. In England 

the schools are maintained by charity, 
in the United Stales by the state. 

There are three classes of schools. 
differing in the method of communica- 
tion (aught. First, there is (he class 
in which the manual alphabet is the 
chief means used. There ire thirteen 
schools of this kind in America and 
four hundred and ninety-two pupils. 
These may be classed as the back- 
Ward schools. 

The second class uses the oral or 
speech reading method. Of these 
are fourteen schools, with eleven hun- 
dred and four pupils. 

The third class employs the com- 
bined method. Articulate speech, lip- 
reading, (he manual alphabet and 
writing are iniporant and ai 
taught, but- the development of the 
mind is the first, thing to be aimed at. 
This class has tifty-two schools and 
eight thousand one hundred and 
forty-si^ pupils. The Hartford 
school is of this kind. One hour a 
day is devoted to speech and lip read- 
ing. Hut much more attention is 

given to mental development. 

At the Hartford school the chil- 
dren breakfast at half past six. The 
older boys th ito tin' shops 

until quarter of nine. At nine o'clock 
brief religions services are held. 
Then all the children go into the 
schoolrooms and are. divided into 
small classes. At noon tWO hours 
intermission are taken. Then come 
two hours of school, and after that 
the shops again for the big boys. 
Supper is at six. After supper the 
children enjoy recreation and then 
comes (he study hour. There are 

supervisors to look after them at 
their play and to I 

era! conduct. Religious service 
held Sund 

Our aim is to fit the children for 
the duties of life. The graduates are 
Well behaved, law abiding citizens. 
They are not tramps, vagrants oi- 
ls of charily. They work and 
ask for a chance to make their way 
in the xvorld. 

The deaf are no different from 
other human beings except that they 
lack hearing. They have all the no 
(ions and sentiments that speaking 
people have. The deaf-mutes under- 
stood and appreciated the sermon 
this morning. They can gh 
good an account of the service as 
speaking people can. At a meeting 
in Maine a month ago a deaf-mute 
wrote out a report of a sermon to the 
extent of several pages while if 
interpreted. 

1 am asked how we giyj ;1 deaf- 
mute child, the idea ol God. Tn the 
same manner that you do a speaking 
child, except that we us,, signs. We 
point upward, assume a reverent look 
and make the Sign lor man or person. 

When Prof. Clark had finished, a 
deaf-mute. Mr. Baker, a pupil of Prof . 
Clark twenty-four years ago, recited 
the parable of the prodigal son in 

the sign-language from the pulpit 
platform, ami Prof. Clark interpreted 
it for the benefit of the speakin 
tion of th>' congregation. 

After the benediction. President 

White, in behalf of the Granite State 

•ii. thanked Dr. Harrington, the 

Officers of the First Church and the 

people of Keene for the courtesies ex- 
tended to the visitors, and expressed 
gratification at (he manner in xvhich 
they had been received.

Ih-Ait Jot kn-.vi, : — Yesterday I of- 
ficiated twice in the deaf-mute school, 
this city. Last night I could, most 
probably, have had a service in St. 
John's Church, but it being pulled 
down, a splendid cathedral is now be- 
ing built on its site at a cost of about 
fifty thousand dollars. 

There are about one hundred anil 
forty pupils in this school. They are 
now constructing a line school-house 

and expect to occupy it next January. 

The first principal xvas the late Mr. 

Maelntire, and the incumbent is Mr. 

. w hose father, n clergyman of 

the gospel, had been president many 

years w hen he passed axvay from 
earth. 

They have engaged the services of 
Miss Parker, of St. Louis, Mo., for 
the oval school, a part of this Institu- 
tion. She says that she is xvell ac- 
quainted with Mrs. and Miss Bailey, 
both of that city. I am told that 
she is a well cultivated lady. 

Mrs. and Miss Bailey are much In- 
terested in the welfare of St. Louis 

deaf-mute residents. They have 
picked and sent a good many ignor- 
ant mutes to Fulton, Mo., the seat of 
(he Deaf and Dumb School. I al- 
ways find true friends in them. I 
think 1 am right in saying that they 
have had about two hundred mutes 

educated at Fulton. 

I have just learned with n sad 
heart- of the demise of my old pupil, 
Miss Mary .lane Orills, xvhich occur- 
red about tWO years ago, in Oroon- 
ville, Tenn., the same place where re- 
sided and died President Andy 
Johnson. She was placed under my 

tuition at Siaunton, Va., in 1840. 
My first elass is almost all gone. 

Yesterday the pupils had a mis- 
sionary meeting in the chapel of the 
Institution, and contributed $12.16 
for the benefit of the Chinese Deaf 
Mute mission, prosecuted by Mrs. 
.Mills. They have one hundred dol- 
lars m their hands for that purpose, 
i they have already remitted 
fifty dollars to the lady missionary, in 

whose work Mr. Westervelt is In- 
terested. 

You can leave Washington, I 
via the Richmond & Danville 
Railroad and reach this place the 
next morning at two, after making 
nil elose connections. 

1 am glad to see in the .Lh'rnai 
of the 8th Inst, that Mr. and Mrs. 
Jonathan F. Marsh have returned to 

Bristol, Conn., safely, after so long 
an absence. 1 hold them both in 
great esteem. Mr. Marsh is the 
same deaf-mute Christian who open- 
ed the first Deaf and Dumb Society 
in Boston for the amelioration of the 
intellectual and spiritual welfare of 
such persons. The meeting was the 
first ever held in the United States. 
Mr. and Mrs. Ourley. xvho have 
been steward and inairon of this 
Institution, give entire satisfaction 
to Principal Moses and the Hoard of 
Directors. They seem to have very 
line influence over the pupils. They 
have kindly made my very short 
sojourn pleasant. I leave for the 
west this morning. I have read with 
great interest Dr. Callaudct's letter 
to the .lot i;\ u .

SODQSOX: — You will 
see. from the date of this letter, that 
1 am in this xvell known city, making 
some arrangements xvith the rector of 
one of the strongest Episcopal 
churches about my future services 
for the benefit of deaf-mutes. There 
4Ve about twelve mules residing here. 
Mr. L. Arthur Palmer, a graduate of 
the Deaf-Mute College will take 
much pleasure in notifying them 
when he hears from me. lie seems 
to lake a deep interest in my work as 
a missionary. 

The rector is my xvarm friend audi 
brother in Christ. He says he wi! 
be happy to place his church at mx 
disposal at any time. 

Mr. Palmer informs me that he is 
an occasional correspondent to the 
\lr n:s' .hu UN \i.. lie is about 
sending you for publication in the 
papor a long account of his two 
months' trip to the North. He has 
returned home lately. 

He bears a striking resemblance to 
the late Ceorge 11. Loring, of Hoston, 
Mass.. who xvas the first male pupil 
to enter the American Asylum for 
the Deaf and Dumb, which was open- 
ed in 1st 7. Mr. Loring wrote with 
great accuracy, knew French xvell, 
and mingled xvith the best families in 
that city. He passed for a speaking 
gentleman. 

At the request of the Gallaudel 
Association, he made pertinent, 
speeches to Oallaudet and Ciero, 
then presented silver pitchers and 
salvers to them. 1 w at at 

that occasion. 

His father xvas one of the I". 
merchants. He xvas the only mer- 
chant, who imported boxes of malaga 
raisins from Spain for Hoston, etc. 

1 want to give you an anecdote of 
Mr, Loring. 

It xvas out of affection and friend- 
ship that he put a twenty-dollar 
piece in a box of malaga raisins, and 
then sent it by express to the late 
Hex. Dr. Oallaudet without his! 
ledge. So great xvas the tatter's 
surprise when he found it in the box, 
when most of- the raisins were used, 
that he xvrote him a long letter of 
thanks. 

While in this city, I could not find 
time to visit the other unites whom 1 
will, however, not fail to meet at my 
sen ice. 

I have made a pilgrimage to Folk 
place where are resting the remains 
of President Folk and his xv; 
the heart of this city. They are both 
bjjried in a vault beneath an obelisk 
in a mausoleum, which looks almost 
like the Corcoran one .•; town,

Down in Cincinnati the chefs, head 

waiters, order cooks and proprietors 

about the hotels and restaurants have 
been racking their brains to invent 
some way by which they can get rid 
of waiters' bawls in giving orders. 

Recently, a number of them held a 
meeting to suggest plans that would 
do away with the giving of orders in 
a tone id' voice loud enough to frighten 
persons out of their senses. A com- 
mittee was appointed to devise some 
means and at a Subsequent meeting 

reported the results of its efforts. 

This was no less t ban a system of signs 
through which waiters may com- 
municate with the culinary depart- 
ment to convey to cooks by signs the 
wishes of pat rons. 

Here is a description of a few. 

Suppose the waiter has an order for 
a small steak. Having clapped his 
hands attract the cook's attention, he, 
the waiter, makes Ihe sign by holding 
up the hand, palm out with the thumb 
across it. 

For a boiled egg, the hand is held 

out and the letter O made. Should 
the ogii;. he wanted hard boiled, the 
fact is signified by striking down 
with the clenched (ist. The sign for 
poached eggs is made by hunching 
the thumb and lingers and turning 

them downward. For eggs oil toast, 

the top of the lingers are placed on 
the palm of the other hand. For 
roast beef, the left palm is held up 
and the edge of the right run across 
il. for a bowl of souji, the hand is 
closed ami Ihe thumb placed to the 

lips. For bacon and eggs, ihe right 

hand is turned down and three lingers 
extended to signify the t hree si rips of 
bacon and the palm of the left baud is 
turned up to Signify the eggs. The 

letter K is made to represent pork 

and beans, and for mutton chops, the 
hand is placed across the mouth. 
Other signs were given lo represent 

plainer dishes. 

We have not heard whether the 
code was adopted or not. It does not 
seem diffioult to learn. We think 
however, some of the deaf-mules, of 

Cincinnati, oould oome to the rescue 

of the (diet's, waiters and cooks, by 
giving them a few pointers in the 
: us. 
The people of Ohio, at the election, 
next month vote under ihe Australian 
ballot system, a law to that effect hav- 
ing passed las| winter. Voters are 

instructed in the method. 

Numerous questions have come up as 

to tin- marking of ballots, etc. The 
latest is one, from over in Coshocton 
County, which has been submitted to 

Secretary of State Ryan. The County 

in question has a voter who is deaf, 
dumb and blind, and another, who is 
deaf and dumb, bul has never learned 
In read or write. The question is 
asked how can they vole? The 
secretary claims they were disfran- 
chised by nature and refuses to give 
Ihe matter official notice, claiming, 
that It. rests with ihe courts |o say, 

whether this would be a plea for the 
unconstitutionality of the ballot law,
